We have relocated five highways and ordered one highway to he 

laid across railroad tracks, at level, in accordance with petitions 

which were pending January 1, 1920, as followe:- 

We have relocated Old Point Road, so-called, in Southwick, on 
the petition of the Selectmen or the town of Southwick, and have allowed 
the owners of the land over wnlch the highway is laid out until the first 
day of February, 1922, to remove therefrom their build inge, wood, timber 
or trees, and have ordered that all damages sustained by reason of the 
relocation of said highway ehall be paid by the town of Southwick. 

Upon the petition of E. G-. Childs and others, we have re- 
located Main and Depot streets In Eondsvllie, and have ordered that all 
damages sustained by reason of Bald relocation shall be paid by the town 

of Palmer. 

We have relocated Wee tern Avenue* from near the dwelling of 

Homer Noble to Russell town line; 

Granville Road from Kensington avenue to Loorols street; and Loorale street 
from Granville Road to Southwick town line; all three upon petitions 
filed by the Selectmen of West field, and have ordered that all damages 
sustained by reason of the relocation of eald hi#iway Bhall be paid by 
the town of VJeetfleld. 

It appearing that the Department of Public Utilities had con- 
sented in writing to Appleton street In the City of Holyoke, between 
Winter and Canal etreete, crossing the spur track of the Boston and 
Maine railroad (formerly the Connecticut Klver Railroad, Boston and Maine 
Railroad, lessee, ) at level therewith, we ordered, adjudged <*nd decreed 
that said city of Holyoke be authorized and required so to lay out said 
my t in the wanner shown by the plane on file, the Mayor and Aldermen of 
the city of Holyoke having petitioned therefor. 

We have viewed and carefully examined throughout the specific 
repairs on the Old fountain i;oad, in Russell, ordered In nineteen 
hundred and nineteen, upon the petition of the Selectmen of Rueeell, and 
having found. the same well made, constructed and completed, according to 
the order of tue Commie si oners thereon, we have accepted the same, ind 
ordered that the sum of fifteen hundred dollars be paid from the county 
treasury to the town of Rueeell. 

Mine petitions regarding highways were filed during the year 
nineteen hundred and twenty, and we have acted upon them as follows: - 

On the petition of the Selectmen of Weetfield and others, we 
have relocated and ordered specif ic repairs on Southampton Road, between 
Southampton town line and a point about two hundred and thirty feet 
eouth-weeterly from the junction of said Southampton Road with the Pond 
Road, so-called, in conformity with a plan of higiway made and furnished 
by the Department of Public Works, Division of Highways, on file in the 
office of the County Commissioners for the County of Hampden, and have 
ordered that said highway as relocated snail be constructed by the said 
town of Weetfield on or before December 1, 1921. All damages, costs 
and expenses which any party may by legal process obtain, shall be paid 
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by ©aid town of weetfield. it having bean represented to this Board 
that the Commonwealth of Massachusetts has agreed wfcitt the town of 
Weatfleld to pay one-third of the cost of construction and repairing 
said way and that the town of Westfield will pay one-tr.ird of the same, 
the County of Hampden, as ita proportion of tha County's share of the 
expense of construction and repairing said way, shall pay to the town of 
Weatfleld one-third of tha cost of the same, but in no event to an 
amount exceeding $50,000.00. Such payment shall be made as follows: - 
on or before the tenth day of each month one tnlrd of the expense of tha 
construction during the month last preceding. 

Under the provisions of section 3 of chapter 221 of the Acta 
of 1915, the Department of Public Worke, Division of Highways, repreeented 
ae petitioners to the County Commissioners that public necessity and con- 
venience required that the County Commissioners should lay out as a 
county road, a road in the Town of Brlmfield in said county, beinning at 
a point In Erimfleld canter and extending in an easterly direction to the 
Sturbrldge line. We have located said highway as petitioned for and 
ordered that if any person enall euffer damiges by reason of laying out 
of said highway, said damages are to be paid by tha town of Brlmfield. 

We have discontinued certain roade in Elandford, on the peti- 
tion of C. R. Ripley and others, as follows :- 
1st. Road riming from Otis Road, so-called, to farm known as 
Almond W. Lloyd farm. 

2d. Eoad called the Granville Road, running from near the house of 
Adam Decker to Springfield VTater Reservoir. 

3d. Road leading from Sennett Road, so-callsd, near Cemetery, North 
Elandford, to Nigger Hill Road, so-called. 

We have ordered that all damages sustained by reason of the dis- 
continuance of said roads shall be paid by the town of Blandford. 

The petition of Leonard liter and others for location of 
private way from Parker street across land of Olga Plonsky and Demioe 
Kenkivlck, in East Longmeadow, was dismissed by consent. 

On the petition of L. P. Lane and others, we have ordered 
specific repairs on the Great Barrington Eoad, in Blandford, between 
Elandford Center and the Otis town line. We also ordered that when the 
work was completed, the County of Hampden should pay to the town of 
Blandford the sum of seven hundred dollars , if the same was dona to tha 
satisfaction of the County Commissioners; and that all damages sustained 
to any p-rson by reason of said repairs snail be paid by the town of 
Blandford. And having viewed and carefully examined throughout the 
spec if lc repairs on said highway, and having found the same well made, 
constructed and completed, according to our order thereon, wa have 
accepted tha same, and have ordered that the sum of seven hundred dollare 
be paid from the county treaeury to the said town of Blandford* 

We have ordered notice of Hearings and views to he given on 
tha four foil wing petitions.

In the matter of the bridge across the Connecticut River be- 
tween Springfield and Wert Springfield, the Supreme Judicial court having 
on the tenth day of February, 1920, entered its final decree approving 
the find Inge of a Special Commission appointed under chapter 262 , Acts 
of 1915, the County Commissioners proceeded to lay out and construct a 
highway and bridge with approaches thereto in accordance with said 
decision and decree. The highway across the Connecticut Kiver and the 
approaches to the bridge and the highway in West Springfield leading to 
the bridge have been laid and the approach from the west side of Wat*r 
Street In Springfield across the location of the New York, Hew Haven and 
Hartford Kallroad Company to the bridge has been laid. The contract 
for the constriction of the bridge was awarded to H, P. Converse & 
Company and the work has progressed. It Is expected tnat the bridge 
with Its approaches will be completed and open to public travel by the 
31st day of July, 1922.

and plus any moneys that it may be required to pay lor relocation or con- 
atruction of the Southampton Road, so called, north of Notre can* street 
in said Westfield, shall amount to fifty thousand dollars; so that The ' 
whole amount of moneys bo to b* paid by said County on account of said 
highways, shall not, in the whole, exceed fifty thousand dollarfii ^ 
payments shall he made ae followel:- on or before the first day of each 
month one-third of the expense of the repairs during the month last 
preceding. 

We have made alterations and specific repairs on the Southwiek 
Head, In weetfleld. and discontinued a portion or the highway re^ntly 
located, on the petition of the Selectmen or the Town of neetfield and 
others, it is ordered that all damages, costs and expenses which any 
party may be legal process obtain, shall be sustained andpald by the nlty 
of westfield when the land over which the highway is laid shall have been 
entered upon or possession taken for the purpose of constructing said 
highway* 

We have ordered specific repairs to be mads on the Burt Hill road 
between the home of Homer ?. Hale and Clark's corner, on the petition of 
the Selectmen of Tolland andothars, and ordered that when the work is 
completed to the satisfaction of the county commissioners, the County of 
Hampden shall pay to the Town of Tolland the sum of $400,00. All damages 
sustained by any persons by reason of said repairs for this road shall 
t>e paid by the Town of Tolland. And having viewed and carefully 
examined throughout said specific repairs, and having found the same well 
made, constructed and completed, according to the order of the 
commissioners therson, we have accepted the same, and authorised the 
County Treasurer to pay to the said Town of Tolland the sum of four 
hundred dollars* 

We have ordered specific rspalrs to be made on the highway known 
as Prospect street or the Hall Hill road, In East Longmeadow, from the 
end of that part thereof which has already besn paved southerly to the 
cemetery. The cost and expenses of the work ordered to be done, 
including all damages claimed and recovered shall te borne and paid by 
the Town of East Longmeadow. The petition of the Board of Park 
Commissioners of the city of Springfield for location of Converee street 
In Longmeadow and Springfield hae been dismissed. 

Seven petitions in rofsrence to highways were filed during the 
year 1921, on five of which we have taken rinal action and ontwo we 
have ordered notice and viewed the premises, ae follows: - 

On the petition of the Selectmen of Palmer and the selectmen of 
iTimfield, we have discontinued eo much of the highway described Unsaid 
pstition as lies between the bank of the Quaboag Kiver, in said Lr imfisld, 
at the eoutherly and of t lodge tt Bridge, and the hank of the Quatoag 
Elver, in said Palmer, at the northerly end of said clodgett Bridge, with 
the bridge aforesaid, known ae the Blodgett Bridge* All damages 
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sustained by reason of the discontinuance of Bald roads shall be paid by 
the Towns of Palmer and primfield respectively. 

Bo swell 0, Fowley and others riled a petition for specific 
repair e on portion of road leading from Granville corner to Con- 
necticut state line, in Granville. We nave ordered that this road be 
specifically repaired, beginning at a point opposite the residence of 
Burt J- Roberts, in Granville, southerly for a di stance of about 
fifteen hundred and fifty feet. And we ordered that when thework la 
completed to our satisfaction, the County of Hampden shall pay to the 
Town of Granville the sura of eleven hundred dollars. All damages sustained 
ipy any person by reason of said repairs a e to be paid by the Town of 
Granville* After having viewed and carefully eeamined said repairs 
throughout, and having found the same well made, constructed and 
completed, according to our order thereon, we have accepted the same and 
ordered that the sum of eleven hundred dollars be paid from the county 
treasury to the said Town of Granville. 

Charles A. Tabor and other filed a petition for the location and 
alteration of a certain highway in Palmer, beglnnlig at the 
Intersection of Pleasant street with East Main Street in the village of 
mree Klvere, and extending thence easterly through Four Corner a into and 
continuing through Main Street In the village of Thprndlke to the 
Intersection of said Main Street with commercial street, in said 
village of Thorndlke, and thence extending in a northeasterly direction 
across the tracks of the Ware Elver Railroad Company and the Ware Elver 
to and into Church street in said village of Thorndlke, near the No* 1 
Mill of the Thorndlke Company. We have relocated said highway arid allowed 
the owners of the land over which said highway is laid out until the 
first day of No vender , 1922, to rsmove therefrom their buildings, wood, 
timber or trees. In the event damage le recovered by any party by virtue 
of this order, the same is to be paid by the Town of Palmer, 

On the petition of tneSelectmen of Agawam, we have relocated 
about fifty-nine hundred feet of Shoemaker Lane, in Agawara* And the 
owners of the land over which said highway is thus laid out, are allowed 
until the first day of June, 1923 to remove therefrom their buildings, 
wood, timber or trees. In the event damage is recovered by any party by 
virtue of this order, the same is to be paid cy the Town of Asawam. 

The selectmen of Blandford filed a petition for specific repairs on 
Kussell fioad, so-called, in Blandford, which we have dismissed without 
prdjudlce. 

The petition in wnich ws have ordsred notice and viewed the 
preralsee follows*. - 

Frank 0. scott md others, petitioners for discontlnuancs of a portion of 
meadow street, west Springfield. 
Inhabitants of Palmer, petitioners for relocation of portion of Park street, 
in Palmer. 

Work on the Spningf lei d-Weat Springfield Bridge now being done 
unaer Shapter 252, Acts of 1916. has progressed satlefacterily. 
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The contract (No. 2) for tht construction of the bridge across the river 
and railroad, which was 225? done cn jMnMry l( 19ai> Was ^, ^ ^ 

December 3let last, The bridge over the stream le practically flniehed to 
toe floor and the floor of the bridge 1b in place except for about 200 
ft. over the railroad yard. Laying pavement will be one of ti» first 
things to start with the opening of spring. Th* work of laying the tracks 
on the bridge was contracted for on October 5th with H, P, converse a 
Company and a portion of the work hae been done. 

Conei Arable work on the Springfield Approach to the bridge has teen 
completed this year, tulldinge on land taken for the widening of Vernon 
street have been sold and removed. A contract (No. 3 > for the 
construction of retaining WK, a greater portion of the embankment and 
temporary street surfacing, eidewalka, fences, etc* to permit of the 
strest being used during the winter of 1921 and 1922, was entered into on 
May 6th with Daniel O'Conneil's Sons of Holyoke and work under said con- 
tract wae completed on September 22nd. Water street was clossd to traffic 
on May Uth and re-opened again to traffic on September 19th. Work for 
the coming season has been so a; ranged that it will not be necessary to 
close Broadway and Water street simultaneously. 

In accordance with the provisions of the bridge act, the New 
York, Hew Haven k Hartford Railroad rompany is altering the gradee of Ite 
tracks to conform to the clearances under the new bridge. A large part of 
thiB work has been done. The lowering of the main line tracks and all 
tracks at Bridge street have been of necessity left until the season of 
1922. 

Much of the work on the West Springfield Approach to the bridge 
hae been done thie eeason. The filling to subgrade or thoee portions lying 
upon lands formerly belonging to the Connecticut Valley Kealty Trust has 
been put In place by the Truat in accordance with their agreement entered 
into with the special Eridge Commission and all without expense to the 
county. The approach streets adjacent to the westerly end of the bridge, 
the filling of which is in Contract Wo, 2 are partially filled and it is 
expected that practically all filling on that side of the river will be 
In place by siting ready for surfacing. Practically all buildings on lands 
taken by the county have been sold and removed, cellars have been filled, 
and trees have been removed as required. Thie work was contracted to 
George . Hayden of West Springfield under Contract No. 5 and said 
contract has been completed. 

We have every reason to expect that the bridge will be opened 
to travel on or before July 31, 1922, 

Ho highways have been laid out by the Commissioners under the 
provisions of law authorising the assessments of betterments, and no 
sums have been reimbursed the county as betterments. 

The petition for jury of Martha J. Champlin against the County of

The work win require about 100 feet in length of 12* cast Iron pipe 
and two 12* valves, the pipe and valves shall be of first quality and 
of standard make, ths pips to weigh not lees than 72 lb a. per foot in 
length. The pipe shall be laid at a grade to be establishsd by the 
Engineer and will be practically levsl with the bottom of the reservoir, 
concrete piers snail be constructed under and around the pipe as 
enown by accompanying sections. The Joints in the pipe ehall be 
thoroughly Calked with lead by a competent mechanic, not leae than 
18 lba, of lead to be used to tue joint and snail be tested to not 
less than 50 lbs. prsssure before being covered- In backfilling 
under and around the pipe earth of an impervious cnaracter ehall be 
used and thoroughly puddled into place for the entire width of the 

dam. 

EXCAVATION. 
All silt, eode, roots and loamy material on the face, top and back 
of the preeent dam are to be removed and the surfacs picked or plough- 
ed so as to form a bond with the new work, the excavation for the 
puddled core snail extend at least tow feet below the bottom of the 
reservoir and as much farther as may be nscsseary to reach impervious 
material and shall extend the entire length of the dam and as far into 
the banks at the ends as the Engineer in charge snail direct. A 
trsnch shall be excavated through the present dam and tue 12" cement 
service pipe removed and the trencn extended to adroit of laying the 
new 12" cust iron pipe, suitable excavation ehall aleo be made for 
installing the concrete spillway and under und around the pressnt 
8* cast iron pipe extending from the storage reserve it to the 12* 
service pipe below the new dam, the esc t ion of this pipe lying undsr 
the new dam snail be treated the earn as specified for ths nsw 12* 
pipe, . If any of the earth in these excavations is suitable for the 
purpose It may be kept separate from the other material and puddled 
under and around the pipe and spillway, otherwise it shall be removed 
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and suitable material obtained for the purpose . 

E&BANKMENT. 
The part or the embankment between the puddle wall and the front 
of the dam Hhall be cnetrjcted of eelected material either a loamy 
gravel or a hardpan mixed with loam, this material Shall be do posited 
in layers of not over one foot in tulcknees and firmed into place by 
being driven over with horses and carts, care being taken to thoroughly 
tread down each layer before the next le deposited, if any part of any 
layer connot be reached by horeee it shall be thoroughly tamped with 
iron tamping bare. The part of the embankment back of the puddle 
wall may be constructed of any loamy material free from roots or heavy 
sods. This also shall be placed in layers , and eiiall be rolled or 
trod until firmly packed together. 

FUDILE HALL. 
The material for the puddle wall ehall consist of the earthy gravel 
to be found on the weet side of the rsservoir mixed with loam and 
clay, the proportion to be determined by the Engineer. 

During construction the embankment on either aide of the puddle 
wall ehall be maintained at least one foot higher than the puddle* 
In the -trench thue formed the material for the puddle shall be epread, 
cars being taken to ksep the surface as level as possible and at all 
times covered with water. The water at no place shall bs over six 
inches in depth on account of the danger of separating trie c career 
from the finer material. The puddle wall Bhall fill the trench herein 
before specified and extend up to the top of the dam. 

CONCRETE CONSIHUCTION* 
The concrete construction required for this work consists of a well 
with eui table retaining walls to admit of drawing the water from the 
bottom of the reservoir, a spillway and piers under and around the 12' 
and 8" cast iron pipe passing through the dam, all to be constructed as 
shown by accompanying plan and sections, the concrete shall conslet of 
ons part fresh ground Portland Cement of a brand approved by the 
Engineer, of 2± parts of clean snapr sand and five parts of broken 
stone or screened gravel to be mixed dry until the mass le all of a 
uniform color , then wet and thoroughly mixed and Immediately put in 
place, the surface next to the forms Is to be thoroughly spaded to 
fill the voids. A mixture of one part cement and one part of clean 
sharp sand wet and nixed to a coneistancy of thick cream, shall be 
applied to the surface of the bottom of the spillway before the con- 
crete has set and floated to a smooth surface. The forme are to be 
of Hound lumber free from wane or warp and put in place by skilled 
workmen, steel reinforcement eiiall be placed as enown by sections. 

SLOPE PAVING. 
The entire front of the dam shall be paved with cobble etone, the 
paving to be not lase than one foot in tuicnneaa at any point, large 
stone may be used at tne bottom of the slope. Prom tai level of the

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selecting and pluCing the atone, Which shall be of us nearly uniform

The twenty-sixth annual report of trie County Conmiesionere , made 
under the provisions of chapter 3b, section 26, of tne General Laws, 
referring tne taipayere to the County Treasurer's report for speci- 
fic details. 

He have taken action on nine of ti:e casee which were pending 
January first, 1922, as followe: 

Upon the petition of Frank O. Scott and others, residents of 
West Springfield m said County of Hampden, setting forth that the 
corauon convenience and necessity required u discontinuance of a por- 
tion of Msadow Street, so-called, an existing highway In said town 
of lest Springfield, it was detenrlned and adjudged that common 
convenience and necessity req ired a dieconti nuance of said existing 
highway in the town of Weet Springfield. Ko damages were sustained 
by any person by said discontinuance, and tne same was discontinued. 

Wo nave relocated pert Ion of Park Street, in the Town of Palmer, 
petitioned for by the Innabitants of Palmer, and allowed tne owners 
of tne land wuich said highway Is laid out until tlie first day of 
December, 1922, to remove therefrom ti.elr buildings, wood, timber, 
or trees. We have ordered tne Innabitants of said Town of Palmer 
until the first day of December, 1922, to complete and f lnisn tne 
eame to tlie satief action of the County ComTriesionsrs.

Is have taken no action on the seven petitions against the city 
of fleetfield for assessment of damages sustained in the taking of land 
by reason of trie relocation of Granville Road in Itsstflsld on petition 
of trie selectmen of wsstfield.

Burton L, Sperry et al, Albert Kasper et al, Junes P. Hardle t Martha 
Jane Hatch, |dms. , Earl E. Andrus, Adm, , Ephriara Williams, and Reff le 
A. Johnson. 

Fourteen petitions in reference to highway's were filed during 
the year 1932, on thirteen of which we have taken final action and 
on tne other we have ordered notice and nearlng had, as follows: 

Frank If. Kemp and others filed a pstltion for layout, relocation 
alteration or specific rs pairs of a highway In tne Towns of Palmer 
and Uonson which we have dismissed. 

Tne Selectmen of west Springfield filed a petition for apeclfic 
repairs on portion or Mverdaie Road in the Town of west Springfield, 
We nave ordered that specific repairs be made on said highway begin- 
ning from a point approximately 10,000 feet distant southerly on the 
Riverdale Tjoad from the boundary line between the -rown of West Spring- 
field and tne city of Holyoke extending tnence northerly to said 
boundary line. And we nave ordered the t°*» of West Springfield un- 
til the twenty -eighth day of October 1922, to cause said described 
portion of said highway to be repaired.

No damages having been claimed, none were awarded. 

On the petition of tne *ldermen of the City of Holyoke, repre- 
senting that the tracks of tos Boston and Maine Railroad croes over 
Canal Street, a public highway In toe City of Holyoke, by a bridge 
over said highway; that they are of the opinion that it is necsssary 
for toe security and convenience of toe public that an alteration 
Which does not involve toe abolition of a grade crossing, should be 
rn.de in toe creasing, toe approaches thereto, or in eaid bridge at

We have ordered specific repairs on the road in ths Town of Mont- 
gomery known as tie main road leading from Westfield to Montgomery 
beginning at a point 350 feet northwest of Montgomery -Westf la Id line 
at station 3+©0 and extending in a nortnwestarly direction to station 
16+60, for a distance of about twelve Hundred feet, upon the petition 
of the Selectmen of Montgomery* And ws ordered tnat wnen the work 
is completed to our satisfaction the County of Hampden anall pay to 
the Town of Montgomery the sura of Eight Hundred Dollars. All dam&gee 
sustained by any person by reason of said rspairs ars to be paid by the 

Town of Montgomery* And having viewed and carefully examined the 
specific repairs throughout, and having found the earns well made, con- 
strue tsd and completed according to our order th arson, we nave accepted 
the same and ordered tnat trie sum of Fight Hundred Dollars be paid from 
the County Treasury to tne said Town of Montgomery.

No damages Having' 
been claimed, none were awarded, Ml damage* euetained by reason of 
tne discontinuance of eald road snail be paid by tne Town of West 
Springfield. 

The Selectmen of tne Town of Chester filed a petition for epecific 
repairs on the Bast Blver Road in said Town of Chester leading from 
Huntington to Middlefield and Worthing ton, and for aid. We nave order- 
ed tnat tne road In said Chester called the East River Road between 
Huntington and South Wortaington be specifically repaired, beginning 
at a point about one hundred feet northwesterly from a stone bound 
north of Stanley Brewster's nouse and extending in a northerly direc- 
tion about two hundred seventy -five feet. And we ordered that wnen 
tne work ie completed to our satisfaction, tne County of Karapden ehall 
pay to the Town of Chester tne sum of Pour Hundred Dollars. All 
damages suetalned by an* person by reason of said repairs on tnie 
road shall be paid Dy the Town of Chester. And navinfe viewed and 
carefully examined throughout, eald epecific re pairs, and nuving found 
tne eame well made, cone true ted and completed, according to our order 
tnereon, we have accepted tne same and ordered tuat trie Bum of Pour 
Hundred Dollars Dy paid from tne County Treasury to tne said Town of 
Chester. 

The Selectmen of Granville, filed a petition for tne relocation, 
alterations and specific repairs on portion of tne main road, so-called, 
In West Granville between Potash Brook, so-called, and South Lane Road 
near the residence of J. E. Downs which we have d Irani eeed without 
prejudice.

The Wico Electric Company riled a petition to construct a pri- 
vate railroad across Bliss Street, in the Town of West Springfield, 
at grade, to connect with tracks of the New York Central Railroad Com- 
pany .whlcn we have dismissed without prejudice. 

Hie petition in which we nave ordered notice and viewed the 
premises Is as follows: 

Directors of the Boston fit Main? Railroad, Petitioners, for the 
alteration of crossing at Ferry Street in the City of Holyoke. 

Work on the Hampden County Memorial Bridge and its approaches 
progressed satisfactorily during 1922. 

The orldge across the river and trie railroad, involving work 
under contracts No* Z and No. 4, was finished the first of Auguet 
and was opened to traffic at that time with suitable dedicatory exer- 
cises* 

The bridge was formally turned over witn appropriate dedicatory 
ceremonies, The County Commissioner s were assisted in the dedication 
by a cottmlttee of representative citizens from every city and town in 
the Counts', The Governor of the Commonwealth and many distinguished 
guests, together with more than thirty thousand people, participated 
In the dedication* 

The bridge carried a heavy traffic at the time of the Eastern 
States Exposition. On Friday, September 22, 1922, 19,850 vehicles 
and 9,080 pedestrians crossed ths bridge with a maximum hourly density 
of 1,800 vehicles and 870 pedestrians. The bridge could easily have 
carried twice the number of vehicles using it at the busieet time. 
It is interesting to note that the year previous the Old Toll Bridge 
carried an hourly maximum of 1,100 vehicles and o40 pedestrians. 

A contract (No, 6) tr.r part of the work on the Springfield Ap- 
proach, was let on April 12, 1922 to the Adume a Ruxton Construction 
Company and was finished late in ti.e fall. This contract Involved 
the Changes in Broadway, the placing of the permanent surfacing on 
the other streste and other miscellaneous work- Broadway wae closed 
to traffic on April 21 and was re-opened July 1. Water Street was 
closed to traffic on July 6, tJtie portior. at the end of the bridge was 
opened or. August 2, that portion between Vernon and Cowt Streets on 
September 19 and the remainder, from Vernon Street to northerly of 
Bridge Street, wae opened on October 18. The work at the corner 
of Bridge and Water Streets was necesBarily delayeduntil after the 
closing of the Old Toll Bridge which followed the opening of the new 

bridge. 

A contract (No. 7) for part of trie work on the West Springfield 
Approach was let on April 26, 1922 %u the Adams * Fuxton Construction 
Company. This work Included the placing of the permanent surfacing, 
fences, surface water drains, widewalks, etc., and was practically 
completed at the end of the year. That portion of the approach lead- 
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Ing from the n« bridge to Main Street, Weet Springf ui d , wa* opened 
to traffic the f iret of August and other pertlone of the upprowh 
w«r 8 opened at various times between then and October 2A when the 
traffic wae turned on to the last section. 

A contract for tut removal of the Old Toll Bridge, including ite 
piers to the deptn required by the United States War Department and 
the disposal of *>e etome from the piers, was let on Hay 17. 1923, to H. 
F. Convert & Company. The actual work of detail t ion couW not e^art, * 
however, until August, after the new bridge was in use. The work 
was practically completed at the end of the year, tne fact that there 
wee no fall riee In the river being of substantial advantage to the 
progress of the work. The etone frcm tne plere was largely ueed 
as riprap for protection at tne new bridge and along tike tanks of the 
river, tne necessary permission saving been eecured from State and 
Federal authorities. 

Tne New York, New Haven a Hartford Railroad i;as been carrying on 
the alterations to lte tracks and yard in harmony witi; the County's 
work on the bridge and Springfield approach. Tracks were changed in 
location and in elevation and the entrance to the bulk freight yard 
was inoved from Water to Bridge Streets. Tne work in the vicinity of 
Bridge Street cuild not be done until after the closing of the Old Toll 
Beidge. Since then, tne lowering of trie tracks at tnis point has 
been under way but will not be completed until tne spring of 1923, 

The various public utility companies deelring to make use of the 
bridge for tneir pipes and cafcles have made the necessary arrange- 
ments with the County Commissioner e and have made their inetallatlons. 

No highways have been laid out by the Commies ion era under the 
provisions of Law authorizing tne assessments of bettemente, and 
no sums have been reimbureed tne County as betterments. 

The petition for Jury of Martha J. Champlln agalnet the County 
of Hampden and tne Inhabitants of Granville, and tne petitions for 
assessment of damages of the New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road Company, two cases; and George P. Hanna against the County of 
Hampden on account of the taking of land for the Hampden County 
Memorial Bridge, are still pending. The following additional petitions
